The trantp.of five or siz centuries ago is 
invested by the popular imagination with 


aoe portionof the romance and picturesqie- |

Yet so far as occasional glimpses allow ua 
to judge, the mediaval tramp waa aa like in 
character and conduct to the tramp of the 
ninoteanth century aa ever were father and aon 
to each ather. Indeed, the persistence of the 
same’ typa among tramps of all agen isn 
very striking fact. .Whoen we have described 
tha professional vagrant of the nineteenth 
century we know exactly what inanner of 
man the “wayfaring bold beggar” waa in 
“the fiftesnth, It\is bardly noeessary to say 
that in thie paper wo sini only of profes- 
sional vagrants, begging trampa; tot of 
honest wayfurere, Nor should we for- 
get the distinotion laid down ‘by Mr. Ribton 
Turner bot wean vagrancy and begging. “The 
lustory of vagrancy igio earliar bimes Ereq uente 
Jy 9 history of social oppression, by which the 
Jabourer ia driven to lead a wandering lifo ; 
the bistory of begging is from firat to‘ lata 
history of craft an-thé part of ‘tho. bagzar, 
and of credulity on tha partof bis aupporters.” 
‘When tha Black Death, in'1348,earried off a 
third of tha inhabitants of Barope, England 

_ inelnded, the free labourers, who had by thit 
lime become pretty numerous, found them- 
\sulyoa' masters of tha situation, owing to 
scarcity of Jabour, and they made such good 
“und of their advantage that the “Statute of 
_ Zbourers” wis passed tocom pel them to work 
for the old wngos, “It contains, among other 
clauses, the following, making penalthegiving 
of almvs:—" Item: Because that mooy voliant 
(strong) beggara, as longns they may live of 
bogeing, do refuse to labour, giving them- 
selves to idleness and vice, and .sometiines.to 
theftand other abomivatious; none, upon 
‘the gaid:pain of imprisonment, .shall, under. 
the coluur,of pity or alma, give soylbing to 
auch which moy labour, or presume to favour 
‘them toward, their dasires, a0 that théreby, 
thay way be compelled to labour - for their 
necassary living.” In the “ Vision of Piers 
Ploughman,” written about 1362, we find 
descriptions of the poor struggling cottager 
and the sneaking beggar which might have 
Doon writtén to-day, After’ remarking’ on 
‘the hardships of the former sin winter, ho 
exclaims :—* Pilling their bags and atomachs 

_ by lies, sitting at night overs fot fire, where 
they untied their legs, which have been 
bound. up in the day time, and lying ut éase, 
Toasting themselves. over the conta, and turn- 
ing their. back 10 tho beat, drinking gallantiy 

. and deep, aftor which thay than'draw to bed, 
and cise when they are-in the. humour. Then 
they roam abroad and keep a eharp look-out 
where they may aconest get a brenl:fast, or a 
rashar of bacon, or money or victuals, or 
sometimes both, a loaf, or half a loaf,or 4 
thick pieca of cheese, which - thoy. carky to 

| their owh erbin, and contrive to livain idle« 
ness ‘and ease by the labours of othar men, 
Thoy observe no law, nor marry any woman 
with whom they bave been . connected. 
They beget bastards, who aro beggara by 
“hature, and either break the back or some 
. other bone of their little ones, and go beg= 
xing with -them on: false pretences ever after, 
There.are more -misshappen children aniong 
such beggora than among ang other men 
that walk on thia entth.” In every par.
